SLEW HIM TO PROTECT HERSELF 


, Hedda Burgmeister, W ho Fired Five 


Shots, W a s Brought to America 


by the V ictim ’s Wife, a 


Former St. Louisan, 


San Antonio, Texas, Nov. 13.—Otto 
Koehler, 58 years 
old, 
millionaire 
brewer, mine owner and globe trotter. 
was shot and killed shortly after 5 
o'clock last afternoon by Miss Hedda 
Burgemeister, a trained nurse, at the 
latter's home in a lonely suburb of 
this city. 
After shooting the millionaire the 
nurse attempted to take her own lift* 
by severing an artery in her left arm. 
Mrs. 
Emma 
Daschel, a friend of 
Miss Burgemeister, is held as state's 
witness. 
Mrs. Daschel was tit the house at 
the time of the shooting. 
Miss Burgemeister, in a statement 
made to Detective Marsden, said she 
killed Koehler to defend herself and 
protect her friend. 
Miss Burgemeister is at the Baylor 
hospital under guard of a policeman, 
while Mrs. Daschel is held at the po­ 
lice station. 
Five 
shots in 
quick succession 
heard on the streets of the scantily 
populated suburb took several per­ 
sons to the scene of the tragedy. 
Henry Ford, who lived a few doors 
away, was the first to enter tho bed­ 
room of the house where the shoot­ 
ing occurred. 
The millionaire was 
lying face downward on the floor, 
and Miss Burgemeister was lying a 
few feet away, 
holding 
her 
right 
hand over the gash in her arm. 
A 
revolver containing 
fwe 
dis­ 
charged cartridges also was found on 
the floor. 
Miss Burgemeister was rushed to 
the hospital in an ambulance. 
Koehler’s invalid wife, who is also 
in a critical condition, brought the 
nurse to this country several years 
ago. 
The couple bought and furnish­ 
ed her a cottage and took an unusal 
interest in her welfare. 
According to statements, Mrs. Bur 
gemeister telephoned Koehler yester­ 
day and told him she intended to sell 
her home and return to Germany!, 
where, it is said, she has a divorced 
husband fighting 
in 
the 
German 
army. 
The millionaire went to her home, 
it is said, is an attempt to persuade 
her to remain in this country. 
Koehler was rated as worth $3,000- 
000. 
He was a member of all the 
leading fraternal and social clubs of 
San Antonio. 
He owned one ofMhe 
finest homes in the southwest. 
His 
holdings in real estate in Louisville, 
Ky., and Atlanta, Ga., are large. 
Koehler was horn in Aldfeld, Ger­ 
many, near Hanover, and came to 
America when 18 years old, entering 
the employ of Griesedieck Brothers, 
brewers, at St. Louis. 
He married Miss Emma Bentzen in 
St. Louis thirty-two years ago and 
came to San Antonio in 1880, and was 
interested in brick manufacturing in 
louisville, Ky. 
He acquired real es­ 
tate there and in Atlanta, Ga. 
Koehler went from St. Louis to San 
Antonio as manager of the San An­ 
tonio 
Brewing 
association’s 
new 
brewery. 
Koehler later became president of 
the San Antonio Brewing association. 
He was a personal friend of the late 
Adolphus Busch, and was an honor­ 
ary pallbearer at Busch’s funeral. He 
was identified with 
many 
of 
the 
Busch interests in Texas. 
Koehler was in 
St. 
Louis 
last 
month on his way back to Texas 
from Europe, where he had been de­ 
layed by the outbreak of the war. 
The Koehler party were touring 
Europe in an automobile, and their 
machine was struck by lightning, but 
no one was injured, 
according 
to 
Louis Koehler.
